viottm. He was ttaofced while going to hl^ 
work on tbe National Line pier, by a gang oi 
itrikera who knocked him down and were 
iNKitlng him on tbe head wltb stones when 
the police appeared. ICaller was taken to the 
Ht. Vincent hoqittaL None of the strikers 
w.ere arreated. 

Henry Chapel, a noa-nnioa man and cap- 
tain of a coal boat, furnished the third cohp 
Tfaive Irish laborers this morning burst xud 
duly into Chapel's cabin and began to ham 
merhim with cluha.

SHO T HIS S ISTErT 

A Trfgedy at Delaware Lent Thursday Joat 
Broaght to the Sarfaee. 

DSLAWARB, O., Febi IT.— The most shock- 
ing tragedy that has taken place in Delaware 
county for a long time, has come to light in 
this city, though it occurred last Thnrwlay 
evening, when Angelina Oliver, a handsome 
young lady, nineteen yean of age, was ao-^ 
cidentally killed by her own brother, George.' 
aged seventeen years. The circunistancen 
were as follows: The young people, who 
have always been devoted brother and aistnr, 
were orphans, and resided with their grand- 
father, Benjamin F. Conn, a well known 
farmer of Kingston township, t<.'n inilca eaiit 
of this city. 

On Thursday evening MLss Oliver wa« 
seattnl at the dining nxjiu table writing. (1p- 
jxisite her 8at her brother, who was hnndling 
a revolver. All the chamlvM-s of the weajMi.! 
were empty but one. As the boy tliou.;ht- 
lessly raisi'd and lowered the hainmertbe c vl- 
buler revolved until the cartridge came un- 
der the descending hammer. Tlic-e was a 
loud re^iort. a sharp scream and the girl fell 
forwaid iii'irtally wounded. The bull tiMik 
effect in tht left side, near the heart, and tie' 
victim died in lialf an hour. Her death 
cnUMsl deep ixrief in the iiei^hliorliood. and 
tlie I'll ill el is almost i-ra/ed in coii,ii|iieni'e 
of the alfiiir. The youiii-; lady «as biiriisl mi 
Kunday. Strangely enou^;li. ttu ie was iin 
notice sent lo the coroner, and no inanu r ol 
legal invest jejit ji, II made. While therc> is 
pi'oliably no doubt but tliat the killing w.t^ 
a(!cidental, there Is a prevailing id<vi that il 
shotild have been exuuiiued into, and the cor- 
oner uiaj yat taka oflldal notice oC the mat- 
ter.

RIVER AND HARBOR BILL 

AN ELABORATE ARGUMENT IN FAVOR 
OF AN INCREASE IN ALLOTMENTS. 

The Seven Ktates and Two Territories That 
Farnlah the Balk of All the Internal and 

I<'iirei|;ii 4 i.n, riii ree of the GoantrjT Vb* 

proved I'lir in the Itlll— Nutea. 

WASiiiMiToN, Feb. 17.— CN.l. 1', B Walker, 
of Mimtesota, to-day presented to the senate 
oommlttee aa waaatK* an elaborate argu- 
msnt in favor of an increase of tbe allot- 
ments of the river and harbor bill, as formu- 
lated by the house eomu itteo to tbs Upper 

MLssissippi ;ind Mi.s,souri rivers. 

His ai ;:u:iient wa.s that these two galleys 
comprising sin en s-tat«'S and two totritoiiea 
conUiining a isipulatioii of 17.(KH).0(»0, and 
predicting nearly 1.K(i(1,0O0,O0O bushels of 
grain, 40.00(1. ti;>0 jiounds of wool, ls,tKMi,(Xi'i 
bead of cattle, ^,UUU,0(X) hogs, nearly S'J.uuu,- 
000 dollars' worth of silver and gold, and 
over 2,0tX),000 tons of Bessemer iron ore, and 
a grand total of nearly 13,000,(tOO,i>iK) dollars' 
per annum, furnishing tbe bulk of oil the in- 
ternal and foreign commerce of the country 
in bread stulFs and meats, all of which were 
produced in these two vslleys, were practi- 
cally left out of tbe river and bai-bor bilL 

Minneeota and Dalnsta |nt>duce nearly 75,- 
000,000 bushels of hard spring wheat Their 
competitors are Russia, Northam Asia and 
British America. Nona ot tba itatsa fkodaoa 
thiagrahi. All <rf this prodnct finds its way 
to tha eastern states or foreign markets over 
kmg and circditous rail routes so tbat the 
prodootiati becomes unprofitable and ezpen- 
Mvo to the consnmcr for want of cheaper 
methods of transportation. This could only 
be secured by furnishing adequate iiiipiuved 
water-ways over which tu send tbuee products 
to the markets of the world.
